ors. These houses are in every section 
of the city, and the rates at which 
guests will be received is 'a matter of 
record on the books of the bureau. 

The Inside inn, a hotel on the Ex¬ 
position grounds, has a capacity for 
6,000 guests. The Exposition manage¬ 
ment has control of the rates, which 
have been fixed at from $1.50 to $3.50 
per day, European plan, including ad¬ 
mission to'the grounds. On the Amer-> 
ican plan the rates range from $3 to $5 
per day. The hotel is 400 by 800 feet 
and is three stories high. 

There are more than 150 established 
hotels in St. Louis, and a signed agree¬ 
ment has ‘been made between many of 
their managers with the Exposition of¬ 
ficials that rates shall not be raised 
during the Exposition period. Many 
new hotels have been built on sites ad¬ 
jacent to tbe Exposition grounds, and 
the published fixed rates warrant the 
assertion that no one need pay exor¬ 
bitant rates for accommodations either 
at hotels or private houses. 

Among the u 6 w hotels may be men¬ 
tioned the Hotel Napoleon Bonaparte, 
which stands at Clayton avenue, and 
Skinker road, overlooking tbe Exposi¬ 
tion grounds. This hostelry will ac¬ 
commodate 5,000 persons. The rates, 
European plan, are from $1 to $5 per 
day. The Grand View hotel.'south of 
the Exposition, on Oakland avenue, has 
a capacity for 5,000 guests, and the 
rates are $1 to $1.50 per day, European, 
and $2 t£> $2.50 per day on the Amer¬ 
ican plan; The Kenilworth, on West 
Park boulevard and Billon avenue, has 
a capacity of 1,500 guests, with a rate 
of $1.50 per day. 

The above mentioned are a few of the 
new hotels that have been erected near 
the Exposition grounds for the accom¬ 
modation of World's Fair visitors. All 
told there, are about twoscore. All are 
within easy walking distance, and all 
are situated on high ground, with com¬ 
prehensive views of the grounds. All 
pf the structures are well built, and in- 
some of them the most luxurious quar¬ 
ters are obtainable. The rates are es¬ 
tablished and will not be increased dur¬ 
ing the Exposition.

“There is one order that I never like 
to fill,” said the animal collector. 
“That order is one for a live giraffe. 

“Lions and gorillas and tigers and 
pythons are easy to catch as compared 
with a giraffe. The long-legged, long- 
necked beast can see, smell and hear 
a hunter miles away. And when a 
herd smells danger, off it will dash. 

“You can’t catch a giraffe in' a pit¬ 
fall. It would be certain to break its 
legs or neck if it tumbled into a pit.

“Men have tried all kinds or ways 
to do this, even to driving the great 
brutes. But that doesn’t pay. The 
risk of accident is too great. 

“I prefer the old-fashioned plan, to 
pen the animals in a bamboo cage 
open at the top so that their shoulders 
and neck can stick out. Then the cage 
is lashed to great bamboo poles, from 
twenty to thirty feet long. As many 
natives as possible lift the four ends 
to their shoulders and off goes Mr. 
Giraffe on a free ride to the ocean. 

“The giraffe’s leg? break very easily. 
This is the ever present danger all 
the way to the coast. But when port 
is reached, it becomes still more 
grave, for it is in bringing the animal 
aboard a ship and during the storms 
of a voyage that the collector may ex¬ 
pect every moment that his precious 
property will slip. 

“And if it slips and goes down in its 
narrow quarters, it’s good-by giraffe, 
for its legs haven’t room enough in an 
ordinary stall on a ship and are almost 
sure to double under it if it falls. 

“Bringing the animal aboard is an 
undertaking in itself. When the steam 
winch begins to hoist the deep pen 
with the brute’s helpless neck sticking 
out like a mast, the collector’s heart 
is in his mouth, for the giraffe’s head 
may get tangled among the tackle of 
the ship or strike a spar, mast or 
shroud, and then there will be wild 
times. 

“And it isn’t only broken limbs and 
similar accidents 'that bother the gir¬ 
affe collector during the voyage. A 
giraffe i3 one of the animals which 
will break their hearts in captivity. 
The poor brute will actually cry with 
homesickness—at least, I have always 
figured that it’s homesickness. 

“So. catching' giraffes isn’t a busi¬ 
ness that a, man really hankers for. 
The reward is great, however, if you 
can succeed in carrying one home 
alive, for the giraffe is to-day the most 
costly animal, and a collector can get 
almost any price within reason for a 
good specimen.”

The demand 
has outrun the supply so rapidly that 
in seventy years the price of whale¬ 
bone has risen from thirteen cents to” 
nearly seven dollars a pound. . 

Yet never in the greatest years of 
the whale fishery did a any vessel 
make so many captures as were re¬ 
ported by the Newfoundland whalers 
in the past season. An average catch 
of somewhat more than two hundred 
whales apiece was certainly a re¬ 
markable achievement for four vessels, 
but it does not presage a return of 
'the picturesque industry which fifty 
years ago made Nantucket and New 
Bedford great. The wnale fishery is 
simply going through the same pro¬ 
cess as many another industry in the 
past,—Collier's Weekly.

Friepds of the Bible declare the 
time to have arrived when assaults 
upop the Scriptures should be re¬ 
pelled, They have organized an 
American Bible League—Ameri¬ 
can because they propose to in- 
augurate a campaign that shall ex¬ 
tend throughout the nation; 
Bible because they believe it to be 
the Word of God; and League be¬ 
cause they are banded together for 
an opposition to the higher critics 
that they assert is to be both 
united and determined. Recent 
large meetings of men eminent as 
instructors of the young, who de¬ 
clare under the guise of critical 
scholarship that they are truth 
seekers and nothing more, have 
aroused the defenders of inspired 
Scriptures. The latter declare that 
something must be done if any¬ 
thing is to remain. It is Bible^or 
no Bible, they say. Crime is on 
the increase, as statistics show, 
and one chief cause of it is the fact 
that God’s Word is openly dis¬ 
credited. 

The vigorous League already en¬ 
gages in warfare. It announces a 
convention of defenders of the 
Bible as it is, and declares that it 
finds interest in its work of Bible 
defence so great that people are to 
attend the convention from all 
parts of the country. Special rail¬ 
road rates are being arranged. 
That the League considers the sit¬ 
uation grave is shown by the fact 
that the opening meeting at this 
convention will have for its subject 
“The Present Assault on the Bible” 

tv 

The convention is to be held in the 
Marble Collegiate Reformed 
Church, New York City. The 
dates are May 3, 4 and 5. The pas¬ 
tor of the church named ,is the 
Bev. Dr. David James Burrel), 
himself a defender of an inspired 
Bible, and enjoying a national rep¬ 
utation as a preacher. 

The opening address, which is 
expected to set the keynote for the 
meeting, will be delivered by the 
Rev- Francis L. Patton, the presi¬ 
dent of Princeton Theological Sem¬ 
inary, and former president of 
Princeton University, This ad¬ 
dress will set forth the nature of 
the present assault, and point out 
its unparalelled danger; Discus¬ 
sions ppon it are to follow by the 
Bev. Theodore E. Schmauk, presi¬ 
dent of the Lutheran General 
Council, by the Bev. Dr. Henry C. 
Minton, former moderator of the 
Presbyterian General Assembly, 
and the Bev. Dr. S. L. Bowmaa, 
tbe well-known lecturer and until 
recently the head of the theologi¬ 
cal department of the De Pauw 
University. The president of the 
League, Mr. William Phillips Hall, 
the well-known business man 
who takes such warm interest in 
the religious welfare of the people, 
and in the progress of America, 
will occupy the chair. 

That the assault is regarded as a 
death one is shown by the fact 
that the topic of the first morning 
session will point out the practi¬ 
cal consequences of the attack. 
This attack is producing demoral¬ 
ization of conduct and of education, 
and is having tremendous influ¬ 
ence, all of it baneful, upon the 
ministry and upon missions. The 
addresses on the topic will be de¬ 
livered by the Bev. Dr. Albert H, . 
Plumb, a leading Congregational 
pastor of Boston, and the Bev. Dr* 
J* B, Bemnsnyder,- pastor of the 
Lutheran Church irt New York, 
and one of the beat known leaders 
of the Lutheran General Synod; 
Discussions Will follow by tbe Bov* 
Dr. J. Boss Stevenson, pastor Of 
Dr. John Hall’S old New York 
Church; the Rev* Dr. Booth, a 
former Presbyterian Moderator. 
Bishop Sabine of the Roformed 
Episcopal Church; and the Rov. 
Dl*. D. J. Burrell Of tho Reformed 
Church* 

Oh the same day, and following 
in the evening, vital topics like the 
following Will be discussed: “The 
Groundlessness of, the Present 
nationalistic Claims,” the aim be¬ 
ing to Show lhat tho claims now 
put forth by the higher critic 
assaulters are tho same ftld hofcitiS- 
al claims of past ages.

higher criticism is not without its 
fad, including an evolutionary one. 
Speakers include Prof. Howard 
Osgood of Rochester Seminary, 
who was one'of the revisers of the 
Bible under the American com¬ 
mittee, President Weidner of the 
Theological Seminary of Chicago, 
Prof. Edmund J. Wolf, President of 
the Lutheran General Synod, Prof. 
J. B, Thomas of Newton Theologic¬ 
al Seminary, Prof. G. Frank Wright 
of Oberlin, and tfie Bev. Dr. Bobert 
MacKenzie, now of New York City 
but recently of San Francisco, 
where he was perhaps the most in¬ 
fluential Christian leader on the 
Pacific Coast. 

The closing session of the con¬ 
vention will talk over the best 
way to remedy present evils. The 
League’s method is to concentrate 
popular attention upon a mastery 
of the Bible aDd wliat is in it.

Charles L. Fry, of 
the LKther League of Amertica, 
Mr. Willis E. Lougee, one of the 
International Young Men’s Chris¬ 
tian Association secretaries, and 
the Bev. Dr. James A. Worden, 
Superintendent of Sabbath school 
and Missionary work in the Pres¬ 
byterian church. 

The formidable array of speakers 
cj,n hardly, a3 will be seen, be 
duplicated in all America. Al¬ 
most all evangelical bodies are 
represented. Such a list of 
speakers at any convention in re¬ 
cent years has rarely been equal¬ 
led, and the list of speakers is 
backed up by a list of members of 
the League itself which . is not a 
bit .less noteworthy. In the 
League’s official board, following 
Mr, William Phillips Hall as presi¬ 
dent, are Prof. Beecher of Auburn 
Seminary, President Butts of 
Drew Seminary, tbe well-known 
Methodist institution, the Bev, 
Dr. E- P. Ingersoll, the Congrega¬ 
tional secretary of the American 
Bible Society, President McGarvey 
of Lexington Seminary, President 
Mullins of the Baptist Seminary 
at Louisville, Mr.' Bush Taggart 
of New York, and many of those 
whose names, have just been men¬ 
tioned as program speakers. 

So intense has the feeling come 
to be of late that official organs of 
various bodies, such as the Chris¬ 
tian Endeavor and others, have 
found it essential to speak out in 
favor of an inspired Bible, and de¬ 
ploring the assaults of the higher 
critics.

On Boxing 
day people repaired thither by road 
and rail from all parts of the metro¬ 
polis to see the gaps made by the 
robbers among the outdoor guns and 
to inspect the exhibits inside, 
Lieutenant Colonel Boileau, who 
has charge of the institution, was 
proud of one suit of armor which 
eclipsed value anything of the sort 
to be seen anywhere in London. This 
is the armored figure of a knight in 
i cap-a-pie plate armor of the early six¬ 
teenth century, engraved, russeted and 
partly gilt. The suit is attributed to 
the famous Chevalier Bayard, and is 
said to have been brought from the 
Chateau St. Germains. 

It is valued at £ 10,000 ($ 50 , 000 ) by 
the authorities at Woolwich, and the 
custodian of the rotunda'says he be¬ 
lieves the French government would 
give a million francs to gain posses¬ 
sion of it. Probably the exhibit which 
impresses the public mind more than 
any other is Napoleon Bonaparte’s 
traveling oven, in which the meals 
of the great campaigner had been 
cooked hn many a battlefield before 
Wellington cooked Napoleon’s goose 
at Waterloo. There are about 20,000 
exhibits'In the rotunda catalogue; but 
the catalogue holds more than the ro¬ 
tunda. Hundreds of guns lie around 
the building in the grounds. It was 
thus that the thieves were easily able 
to carry off six. 

The following is a typical selection 
of inscriptions on the cannon in the 
rotunda: 

“British—Break, tear, every wail 
and rampart, am I called; across 
mountain and valley pierces my ball, 
by me stricken.” 

“German—I am forsooth a clumsy 
boor; who ..eats my eggs he’ll find 
them sour.” 

“French'—The spy and the final ar¬ 
gument of kings.” 

“Indian—For the vanquisliment of 
the unbelievers, who nave entered cer¬ 
tain harbors of India.” 

“Chinese—The martial and ever- 
vanquishing generalisslma,” 

The rotunda, of course, contains 
more than guns. Practically every 
thing pertaining to the ancient and 
modern warfare qjt all nations, civil¬ 
ized and' savage, : has been brought 
together.—London Express.
